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RATEPAYERS HEAR 
REPORT OF TOWN 
‘COUNCIL FOR YEAR 


A langer crowd than usual attend- 
the annual meeting of the ratepayers 
of the town last Frinday night. There 
was still acommodation for more with- 
out overcrowding. The meeting was 
presided over by Ex-mayor N. T. 
Purcell and the crowd being’ well 
seated the business got underway o» 
the stroke of eight, 

The medical health officer report- 
ed the health of the town was excep- 
tionally good and that while the 
school was kept closed for the mo 
of September, this was due to a pro- 
vincial order and was not a local con- 
dition. Residents, he said, had re- 
sponded willingly to the order to have 
all premises cleaned and kept san- 
itary. It was hoped that this condition 
woud be maintained throughout the 
coming year. 

The Community Hall report was 
submitted by Mr. P. Deshayes. While 
the picture show business, which is 
the main source of revenue from the 
hall, had dropped off considerably, 
the hall had about held its own. It 
had been kept in good repair, the roof 
had been re-tarred during the sum- 
mer and was in good shape. The con- 
ditions facing the hall for the coming 
year would probably grow worse as 
time went on. 

T. C. Brown chairman of the Fire 
Light and Police Committee, repprt- 
ed that the fire hall had been levelled 
up and painted in front. The equip- 
ment had been maintained in good 
repair. The brigade had not had much 
practice during the year only one fire 
being recorded but the brigade re- 
cponded to this call very efficiently. 
They were handicapped in their fire 
fighting operations at this fire due to 
lack of water pressure and the in- 
adaquacy of the chemical equipment 
to handle a fire of this size, coupled 
with the fact that the fire had made 
good headway before the brigade ar- 
rived. 

An amendemnt to the agreement 
between the Calgary Power Co. and 
the town whereby users of 20 kilo- 
wats or over will reap considerable 
benefit. A police patrol is being main- 
tained at the descreation of the police 
committee. 

You Michael chairman of the Publi¢ 
Works and (Water Works committee 
was not able to be present at the 
meeting and the report of this com- 
mittee was made by P. Deshayes. 
very effort had been made by the Pub- 
lic Works Dept. to maintain all streets 
in good shape during the year In 
places holes had ‘been washed out 
by irrigation water and these had 
been built up and in several places 
the streets raised where water ac- 
cumulated. Culverts had been install- 
ed in several places. to afford proper 
drainage and to carry off drainage 
water. One difficulty had been elim- 
inated where drainage water had been 
running into the sewers. This has now 
been cleaned out widened and dug 
deeper. 

Sidewalks had been put in good 
repair and in some places the plank 
sidewalks which had become edly 
worn were replaced with cinders, Al- 
so a supply of cinders had been ac- 
cumulated in a pile for use as necesa- 
ity requires. Leaks in the water mains 
were down to a minimum only two 
having made their appearance during 
the year, Copper pipe had been laid 
on 5th Avenue where a good desl 
of trouble had been experience in the 
past years. One new service connec- 
tion was installed which now brings 
the number of services up to 44. 

The irrigation system was kept in 
good repair and has been giving good 
satisfaction. 72 acre feet of water 
was pumped through the pipe lines 
during the year from May to August. 
The drainage from the irrigation 
system had been connected with the 
sewer system thereby utilizing the 
drainage to flush out the sewers and 
saving town water whch had been 
used in the past. 

The financial position of the town 
was then reported on by chairman, 
T. C. Brown. The financal statement 
this year is partially due to having 
very favorable position, The mill rate 
is the lowest it has been since 1929 
when it was 27 mills for municipal 
purposes that year. The town has 
thas been able to finance without bor- 
rowing for the past few years. This 
year town paid the final debenture on 
the irrigation system and the town is 
now free of debt. While it will be 
noted from the auditors’ financial

An inspection was made of the town 
by the municipal inspector who con- 
gratulated the town on its present’ 
financial position, which is probably, 
he said, the best since the incorpora- 
tion of the town in 1910, 

All reports having been heard, the 
mayor, Mr. 'W\. E. Thompson, thanked 
the members of the council and the 
employees of the town for their co- 
operation, and remarked the pres- 
ent council were following up the good 
work of their predecessors who left 
the town in |z00d shape in 1940. He 
expressed his regrets on behalf of the 
council that one of the members, Mr. 
J. H. Wright had departed this lifa 
during the year, 

The chairman, Mr. Purcell remark- 
ed that there would be two vacancies 
on the council and hoped these would 
be re-elected to office to carry on 
the good work. 

A question was raised as to whether 
or not with the big cash balance at 
the credit of the town, taxes weuld 
be reduced, but it was explained tha: 
this question could not ‘be answered 
at this time. It would be placed on 
record for consideration. 

The chairman then called for a 
hearty vote of thanks and approval 
for the ood work of the elected 
representatives of the town and par- 
ticularly for the retiring members 
who had brought the year 1941 to 
such a successful conclusion. 'This was 
heartly given.

Details of a separate little Victory 
Loan drive which was carried out in 
the ice field up north last July and 
August have just been released at 
Ottawa for the benefit of the large 
crew of bond salesmen who will be 
approaching the people of Canada 
from February 16th on. Fur traders, 
mounted policemen and others en- 
gaged in the ice bound Arctic eagerly 
bought every bond that was taken up 
north on the Nascopie by Major D. 
A, McKand. [When this allotment was 
sold out before the Major reached 
the farthest point of his trip, others 
up there who also wanted bonds gave 
cheques and cash to be taken back to 
Ottawa ‘for bonds to be sent along 
to them later, 

There were a few in Ottawa who 
were very skeptical about Major Ms- 
Keand’s idea when he first broached 
it. They thought that $10,000 worth 
of bonds was too much, Yet the total 
subscription by those men up in the 
Arctic was $11,000,

The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law 


A’ prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 


weeks’ supply at any one tine or to make any purchase if present supplies are 
sufficient for more than two weeks, 


This step has been taken to conserve the satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 


Canada and js an assurance ve the consumer that there is mo reason for heavy 
buying of sugar. 


Ration coupons will not ie weed to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
supply of sugar in our counsay has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekeepes has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 


continue to be able to do so amd the price ceiling law protects her against any 
increase in price. 


The maintenance of the mew regulation governing the purchase of sugar 


me rests, as the success of all hewe in a democratic country must rest, upon the pl 
loyal support of the people. Amy consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity es 
stipulated by this regulation ie not only an offence against the law, but is also ba 


a betrayal of the war effort and consequently an offence against decency. 


Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be made effective in the 
near future, This is incorrect because The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 


As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 


suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 


an amount of not more than frye pounds, 


Summary of Sugar Rationing Regulations 


Interestingly enough, practically all 
the bonds taken up into the Arctic 
were sold through Victory Loan post- 
ers which were posted on the boat, 
At each stop, these out-post pioneers 
took a look at the posters and then 
asked how they could invest. Some 
were actually joyfu] when they were 
told that there were some bonds on 
board. 

When the Nascopie sets out again 
on its annual tour of the Eastern 
Arctic next July, there is no doubt 
that the amount of bonds on board 
will exceed that of last year.

6. Economize on sugar in every way you can; some 
people can get along on less than the ration, Persons 
dining in hotels, restaurants, etc. are expected to 
restrict their sugar consumption, 


7. Additional supplies of sugar will be made available 
for home preserving and canning, 


8. The restriction applies only to cane and beet 
sugars of all kinds—granulated sugar, icing sugar, fruit 
sugar, brown sugar, raw sugar, etc, 


9. Industrial users of sugar, hospitals and other 
institutions, hotels and restaurants, will be advised by 


the Sugar Administrator how the sugar restrictions 
will affect them, 


10. Retailers are entitled to refuse sale or to limit 


sales to any person they have reason to believe is 
attempting to disregard this law. 


Vigorous steps will be taken to punish wilful infractions 


of the law. 


The penalties provided are imprisonment 


for as;long as twe years and a fine up to $5,000

constantly before us, and the activities of Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa have spoken for themselves in the news of the campaigns in 
the Far East and. in Africa. 

From what, to us, seems a remote part of the Empire, the mighty land 
of India, now comes a story of a great contribution to the common cause 
in time of peril. There, four hundred million people, inheriting a civiliza- 


tion that goes back to the remote past, have taken their place with the 
other people of the commonwealth and are making a noteworthy effort in | 
many phases of the war, Sir Girji Shankar Bapjai, K.B.E., C.1.E., Agent | 
General for India to the United States, recently visited Canada, and re- 
vealed some very interesting facts and figures in connection with India's 
war effort. Sir Girji is a distinguished servant of both the British Crown, 
and the Indian people, and he is able to speak with authority of Indian 
affairs.

Army Of Million Men 

In his graphic presentation of the extent of his country’s contribution 
to the war, Sir Girji revealed that the Indian army, which consisted of | 
one hundred and seventy-thousand troops when war broke out, now has 
over a million men, and could easily be expanded to include eight million. 
Lack of equipment at present stands in the way of the establishment of an 
army of the utmost capacity possible to the country, 

In India sufficient small arms are produced to equip the army, but 
industry there is not geared to the production of tanks, airplanes and some 
types of heavy artillery. The production of textiles, for which India is 
famous, has been turned to war purposes, and five hundred and fifty million | 
yards of cloth per annum are made for the British army. The entire 
jute industry is devoted to the production of sandbags, and a million and 
a half pairs of shoes are made each year for Imperial armies. India pro- | 
duces food on a large scale and this goes in quantity to help to meet the 
food requirements of the Allied armies Bast of Suez. One million, five hun- 
dred thousand tons of steel and thirty million tons of coal are produced 
in India each year and these now go into the production of small arfillery 
and other war necessities,

is received from the other parts of the Empire, and the United States, the 
Indian army will grow, and will form an increasingly strong bulwark in 
Empire defence.

It's rather a strange thing that a 
country whose citizens, according to 
recent press despatches, are able to 
spend 60c of every dollar they receive 


on the war effort, should know so 
little about its Army—the biggest 
Single item in the 60c worth. 


That sounds like a sweeping asser- 
It is a sweeping assertion, and 
perhaps, like most generalizations, 
slightly unfair. It is occasioned by 
a couple of newspaper clippings 
Which came t6 my _ desk re- 
cently, which show that Cana- 
dian newspapermen are wocfully 
ignorant of Army terms. (They 
should read this column). Perhaps 
it is elevating the fourth estate too 
highly to judge a country by its 
newspapermen, so an apology may be 
in order. ; 

The whole thing grows out of two 
abbreviation—“K.P." and “A.W.O.L." 
Both these terms are used little too 
frequently in Canadian newspaper 
columns to please old soldiers—this 
old soldier anyway, for neither of 
them apply to the soldiers of the 
King. 

“K.P.” is the abbreviation for a 
term current in the United States 
army—'Kitchen Police’—it does not 


| mean sentries placed on guard duty 


to protect currants and other delic- 
acies from a raiding finger—it just 
means men who have been detailed 
to assist in the non-technical work in 
the kitchen, 


A tour of duty on “Kitchen Police” 
is sometimes ordered as a mild pun- 
ishment. But the fact that a man is 
detailed for a job in the kitchen does 
not always mean that he has trans- 
gressed any Army regulations, 

In the Individual Citizen’s Army of 
Canada, work in the ‘kitchen is one 
of the regular “fatigues” for which 
all private soldiers are liable to be 
detailed in the ordinary course of 
events and, since a kitchen in your 
Army is invariably known as a 
“cook-house,” this duty should prop- 
erly be referred to by newspaper 
writers and others as “cook-house 
fatigue.” 

(As one who had his share of cook- 


| house fatigue a quarter of a century 


ago, it is probably unfair of me to 
point out—lest some 
Officer chance to look at this—that 
nine times out of ten it is a very 


welcome duty. There are such things | 
as extra pieces of pie, apples that

If the United States Army cares to 
indulge in such redundancy it is al- 
right with me, but as an ex-soldier 
of an Army in which leave is re- 
ferred to purely and simply as 
“leave”, I feel that Canadian news- 
papermen should stick to the Army 
abbreviation of “A.W.L." which 
mean obviously ‘absent without 
leave.” If a man has leave in your 
Army it has been granted by higher 
authority. Obviously then it does 
not need to be called ‘official leave,” 
there being no such thing as an un- 
official variety.

Doing Good Business 
Taxl-Boats Are Very Useful In The 
Halifax Harbor 


An uninitiated person who heard a 
taxi being hailed in the crowded mid- 
stream of Halifax harbor doubtlessly 
would think that somebody in the 
near vinicity had tossed down one 
too many and let it go at that. 

But that wouldn't be the end of 
it. A few minutes later,,a noisy old 
motorboat would chug up .to ; the 
merchant ship anchored nearby, and 
a nimble-footed seaman would scam- 
per down a Jacob's ladder and hop 
into the boat. Then, as likely as not, 
the seaman might say to the boat- 
|man; “Shore, please, James," 

As a matter of fact, the water 
taxi business is a particularly lucra- 
tive one in Halifax. One of the best 
| that has sprung up since the war 
began, The taxi-boats—they are 
known as the “mosquito fleet” by old- 
time harbor-workers because! there | 
| are so many of them darting in and | 
| out of the midstream traffic—operate 
to bring seamen ashore for a leave 
and to take them back to their ships. 
| They also carry supplies out to ships 
which anchor in port for a time but 
do not go into a dock. 
| There's enough work to be done to 
| keep approximately 200 of the little 
craft busy, their owners getting $1 
| per passenger for trip to any part of 
| the middle harbor, $2 to McNab Is- 
|land beside the outer harbor and $5 
|to the inner harbor, or Bedford

| to go and see for themselves exactly 
| Where and how the girls would live 
and work. 


So they took a train-load of West 
Riding people, representing town 
councils, youth, church and chapel 
organizations, trade unionists, Labor, 
Liberal and Conservative organiza- 
tions, nursing associations, Co-oper- 
ative Guilds, knitting circles, the 
press and the W.V.S., for a day and 
night visit to the factory and a huge 
residential club attached to it, so 
that they might come back home 
and talk about it all. 

Now they are home, ready to spur 
on recruiting. They will talk of the 
factory in the fields which is so clean 
and quiet that it resembles a mod- 


ern dairy. 
We shed our shoes and walked in 
the special rubber ones provided 


along the “clean-ways” (as the raised 
paths between workshops are 
called), which are washed down every 
two hours. This is to prevent any 
grit getting into the shops. Inside 
we saw the girls in their protective

clothing — cinnamon-colored trouser 
suits and caps, with warm, white 
felt waistcoats for wear near the 


doors—helping the men to ladle and 
stir the T.N.T, mixture, for all the

We saw the men scooping it into

The presents included a box 
onions, a bottle of Napoleon 
brandy, 1811, catnip for the Church- 
ill cat, a carton of skin lotion and 
a field hat worn by Prince Bismarck 
the German Chancellor of half a cen- 
tury ago. 

The British Embassy, to which the 
gifts were forwarded from the 
White House, arranged for this cor- 
respondent to inspect the halls where 
they were stored and sorted. 

In one corner were piled boxes 
containing 5,000 cigars; in another 
stood a three-foot tower of letters to 
Mr. Churchill from strangers. On a 
table was a strange gift from 
Pennsylvanian, the whole contents 
of his desk drawer—bills, old letters, 
receipts, blotters, outdated invitations 
and an autographed picture of Jack 
Dempsey. 

The donors live in every State in 
the Union and all the Provinces of 
Canada. The intimation that 
the White House had of this upsurge 
of New World generosity toward the 
visiting Englishman came in the 
arrival of several hundred Christ- 
mas cards for him. The bulky pre- 
sents followed the cards. 

Sir Anthony Rumbold, second sec- 
retary of the British Embassy, was 
charged with the task of sorting 
them and supervising the dispatch of 


first 


the bread-and-butter letters. ‘The 
gifts came in so fast—by registered 
mail, special delivery—that they 


outpaced Sir Anthony's answers. 

Some persons sent poems glorify- 
ing Mr. Churchill and testifying to 
the determination of this country to 
beat the Nazis and enjoy forever the 
British friendship. Some sent word 
that new babies are being named for 
Mr. Churchill, One of these babies 
is Winston Churchill Hayashi of Vic- 
toria, B.C., infant son of parents 
Japanese by race but Canadian by 
conviction.
